Nixon administration escalation 
and direct intervention in the Mid- 
die Fast war has begun* U.5* army 
personnel have been dispatched to 
Israël, Massive re-supply operations 
are underway. lt is claimed these 
troüps are to direct and coordinate 
the re-supply operatlon* 

The American people must oppose 
thïs developmem. lt represents 
Richard Nixon*s attempt to consoii- 
datehlscrumbling regime, expand U.S, 
imperialist incerests in the Middle 
East and ultimarely to create condi- 
tions making posslble his assumption 
of dictatorial powers in America. 

On the aecond day of fighcing in the 
Middle East, Nixon told a Vietnam 
veterans group at the White House 
that U.S, policy is the same now as 
was followed Ln Lebanon in 1958 and 
Jordan in 1970. LT,S, Marines were 
landed in Lebanon in 1958 at the 
height of a govemment crisis, ïn 1970 
the U*5. secretly flewammunition and 
weapons to Jordan to help King 
Hussein massacre Palestinian guer- 
r lilas» 

Moves by Arab oil producïng 
countries to use their oil to support 
the Arab war effort ia the excuse 
for the begtnniïigs of petroleum pro¬ 
duct rationing in this country* Thisis 
being done despite the fact that the 
U,5, only receives 6% of its crude 
oil from the Arab Middle East 
countries, 

Garefully hidden from the American 
people Is the fact that the "energy 
crisis** is the direct resutt of the re- 
fusal of the U,S # oil companies to ex- 
pand and build new refinery facili- 
Etes in America, Instead* these giant 
monopolies have long-term objectïves 
of expanding and consolidating their 
facilities in the Middle East where 
labor costs are a fraction of those in 
ihis country, and the need for trans¬ 
port of crude oü is eliminated.

ing on to the occupied terrïtories f once 
the motherland of the PalesLinian 
Arabs, 

f Tn lts eagerness to promote 
Zionist territoria! expansionpolicies, 
Israël has persistently defied all 
United Nattons efforts to effect the 
only settlement which is both rea- 
sonable and humane, namely, the un- 
conditional wïthdrawai from the bona 
fide home of the Palestinian Arabs, 

"We have c ons tan tly asse ried that 
we cannot be a party to any Arab 
demands for the annihilation of the 
Jewish race or the sta te af Israël* And 
neither would we* wlthin the sllghcest 
stretch of Imagination* pander to 
Israëli territoria! expansion poli- 
ci es at the expense of any Arab state.

COMMUNITY ACTION 
WINS HOME 
IMPROVEMENTS 

(Detroit, Mich.) - The residents 
of Herman Gardens and Smith Homes 
housing projects in this city recently 
demonstrated che effectiveness of 
positive community action to obtain 
impróved mainienanceof their homes* 
When the Concerned Ciuzens Com¬ 
mittee of Herman Gardens project 
lauached tt$ protest by picketlng the 
maintenanee office, the Detroit city 
government hastened co implement the 
*'modemizaton" maintenance pro¬ 
gram which should have begun months 
bef ore. 

The protest actionby the Concerned 
Cirizens took place in August, fol- 
lowing a decision thar they would not 
illow their homes to remain in dire 
need of repair and maintenance. In a 
letter to the Tenant Affaire Board 
which administers the projects, the 
Committee wrote; 

,p We demand that tenants be in- 
volved in expenditures of all monies 
allocated for tenants in public housing* 

"We demand that the Detroit 
Housing Commission, Boardof Tenant 
Affairs and Board of Commissioners 
agree to work with us on state, fed~ 
eral and city government levels to 
meet the needs of public housing ten- 
ante. 

“We wish to hear from the Board 
of Tenants Affairs within seventy-two 
houre as of i3:GQ p.m. today, Wednes- 
jsy f August 22, 1973*” 

The committee demanded to know 
whar was being done with the $1*3 
million allocated totheModerniza- 
tion Program of the Gommen Goun- 


cil t Detroit’s governing body* Ful- 
lowing the pïeketing by the tenants 
and the submisston of their demands, 
a public hearing of theCommonCoun- 
cil was held to air the community 
grievances* 

Impróved maintenance and repairs 
began soon after the hearing. These 
included roof repair, installacionof 
pmtectïve security window sereens, 
solid core wood doors, mercury va- 
por yard lighting and timers, new kit- 
chen cabinets and sinks, porch lights 
and floor tlle* 

In a letter to the Concerned CttU 
zens Committee, Ms* Barbars Simp- 
son, Chairperson of che Board of Ten¬ 
ant Affairs wrote: 

"The Board of Tenant Affairs has 
always been 'the advocate of resident 
parcictpation in decistons that in- 
fluence all areas of concern in public 
housing communities„ p There is au 
apparem lack of communication be- 
tween all interested parties at this 
point. The Board wül take action ro 
improve communication links with the 


COMMITTEE TO SUPPORT

GUIKEA-BISSAU FORMED 

(New York, N.Y.) - A Committee 
to Support the Republic of Cuinea- 
Bissau has been formed here. It is 
"a citizens effort to encourage thou- 
sands of Americans ro recognize 
and support the newly independent 
Republic of Guinea-Bissau in West 
Africa 11 , according ro William H. 
Booth, chairman of the committee* 

A press statement released last 
week States; "At present, fifty-nine 
nations have armounced recognitionof 
Guinea-Bissau, with more than 70 
nations expected to do so in the 
near future. Since the U,S. guvern- 
ment is an ally and supporter of 
Portugal, the committee does not ex- 
pect the government co recognize the 
new republic now. 

"The commticee's goals are to: 
(1) organize Citizen recognition and 
support for the republic and (2) de- 
monstrate popular support to the 
Nixon administradon for gavern- 
mental recognition of the Republic of 
Guinea-Bissau." 

In a message of support and soii- 
darlty to the people and party of the 
Republic of Guinea-Bissau, the com¬ 
mittee States; "* * . tn this his¬ 
torie moment, we join with the people 
of Guinea-Bissau in celebracing this 
latesc criumph over Portuguese 
colonialism and its allies, , (

der mining their sovereigncy, we 
pledge our solidarity with you in the 
face of any pressures.

Gongress* wiü go into effect*

confidence from the peopie oi this 
prednrm’nantly Black city', Jackson,

OAKLAND SCHOOL STRIKE AVERTED - 
BLACK PANTHER PARTY 
NEGOTIATES "MODEL” PACT 


fOakland, Calif.) - The possibility 
o J this city undergoing lts first teach¬ 
er 's strike in histpry was norrowly 
av -rted last week, when through last- 
nunute negotiations conducted by 
members of the Black Panther Part> r , 
an agreement was reached herween the 
Öakland Unifted School District and 
its certified teachers. 

The new pact f includtïig the crucial 
cost -of- living pay raise, was hailed 
by teacher spokespeopleas.a “moder 1 
for fut ure teacher/adminisLratiori ne- 
gotiations throughout the state* 
Significant features of the agree- 
ment include: 

— An across-the-board 9% saiary 
increase, 

--The establishment of amaximum 
classroom size in Oakland schools 
beginning next school year, to ease 
classroom overcrowding* 

--An increase from $6 to SS tn 
the amount of dis trlct-supp lied 
school materials per cbild, and the 
establishment of a $20,000 fund to 
reimburse teachers who purchase 
supplies for their classes* 

-“A guarantee of up to four momhs 
medical benefits for materrtity ieaves* 
--Sir engthen ing the employee coun - 
ciPs involvement in school district 
budget -mak ing* 

Meeting separately, both the Oak¬ 
land Fducation Association [OPA) and 
the American Federation of Teachers 
(AFT) Local 771, voted to ratify the 
new agreement* The entire package 
deal is estimated to cost from $4*5 
to $6 million. Yet, even as thesettLe- 
ment was being acclaimed as ’ ( good 
and positlve**, the next day's school 
board meeting revealed that tensions 
between the school administration and 
the joint AFT - community forces 


are stil! smolderirsg* Stil 1 at issue 
are the demands for job upgrading, 
significant saiary hikes for insmict- 
ional assistants, "advised consent"

GETS 4 YEARS 

(New York t N.Y.)- PuercoRican 
nationalist Carlos Feïiciano w r as gen¬ 
teneed in the New York State Supreme 
Court last week to up to four years in 
prison for possession of and inEent to 
use bombs, explostves and a weapon* 

Brother Feïiciano^ sentence was 
the result of hisconvictiononSeptenn- 
ber 19 of four out of six counts chat 
stemmed from an aUeged attempced 
firebombing of the General Hlectric 
Company building here on February 
9, 1970. The jury acqumed him of 
charges of attempted arson and reek- 
less endsmgermem in volving che Gen¬ 
eral Flectric incident. 

Many years an activist for Puerto 
Rvcan liberaiion, Brother Feïiciano 
has become a Symbol of the struggle 
for Puerto Rtcan independence. ltwas 
Brother Feliciano’s second frame- 
up trial in a U*S* governmem effort 
to cripple the Puerto Rtcan indepen¬ 
dence movement by falsely linking 
Puerto Rican acüvtsis wich terrorist 
bombings. 
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HUMAN EXPERIMENTATION AT 
HOLMESBURG PRISON EXPOSED 


(Phtladelphla, Pa.) - The U.S. House 
Sub - Commlttee on Correctlons re- 
porcs chat the administrators of 
Holmesburg prison here have eon- 
ducted harmful experiments on pri- 
soners. The tescimony heard by the 
congressional body revenled that the 
University of Pennsyl vania* Johnson 
and Johnson Co., tvy Research Lab¬ 
oratories Ine. and the U.S, Army in- 
duced hundreds of prisoners to be 
burned and mjected witb bacterla so 
that experiments mighi be run ro test 
treatments, 

There are over 2,700 prisoners in 
the county's three prisons, Holmes- 
burg* the Detention Center and the 
House of Corrections. Of these, 2,300 
are awairing trial and have not yet 
been convicted of any crime. This 
means that almost 35 percent of the 
detaïned prison inmates are po- 
tenrlally innocent, Two-thirds will be 
acquitted when they finally come to 
trial. These men are in jail because 
they are too poor to raise the exhor- 
bitant bail. Ninety percent of rhose 
confined in the three jails are Black. 

Prisoners have had soap and sham¬ 
poo dropped intotheir eyesthroughuut 
24 hour periode. Viruses and fungi

PRISON ACTIVIST

(San Francisco, CaHf.) - On August 
28th At 10:30 p,m., Wilbert* Topeyed' 
Jackson, ch air man of the United Pri¬ 
soners Union, was arrested on false 
charges of possession of heroin with 
In tent to sell and possession of mart- 
juana, Two plainclothes San Fran- 
cisco policemen from the crime pre- 
vent ion detail made the arrest, fol- 
lowing an illegal search of Brother 
Jackson's car. 

A pre-trial hearing was held on 
September 20* in which a Judge made 
the dectsion to hold Brother Jackson 
over for trial, ThisdecLston was based 
on the testitnony of only one person, 
arresting offlcer Shepard, Bail was 
set at $2*500* 

Police were led to the arrest on a 
tip from a woman named Sandy Parma, 
who hadj "been arrested the prevtous 
evening for prostitution* When con- 
tacted by the defense attorneys she 
denied ever gtvtng such Information, 
The defense has not been able to con¬ 
tact Ms. Parma since that üme, 

On September 11 apress conference 
was called by a Ms. Jessica Vodquen* 
who has been doing volunteer office 
work for the United Prisoners Union 
(U,P*U.) and the Venceremos Brigade. 


have been injected into their systems 
to study the Ir effects by a Dr. Albert 
M, Kiltgman. Ma. Phyüis Taylor* a 
nurse and consultant at Holmesburg 
from 1971 until 1973 testifted that she 
saw these experiments being con- 
ducted. Anothex involved prisoners 
being hurned with ultra-violet Umps 
co determine if industrial salves and 
ointments would be effectlve* Dr, 
Ktügman a dermatology specialist at 
the University of Pennsylvanta, has 
heen conducting this type of experi¬ 
ment for fifteen years under the au- 
spices of ïvy Research Laboratories* 

Prison inmates are for eed to par- 
ticipare in medical experiments that 
often leave them matmed or serlously 
1Ü. AlEhough some prisoners rernain 
detained for as long as two and a half 
years, they may not walk, No work 
program or other method of earning 
money is provided to the prisoners 
other than the experimentatton allow- 
ances. By being used as a "guinea 
pig" often enoügh aprisoner may help 
support hïs family or bail himselfout 
of prison, 

The shampoo experiment netted 13 
for each participant and wasconducted

Charles Goady - Black memberoï 
the üakland School Board has his 
hands full. tf he's not juggling insuits 
to throw out to mothers and students 
who come co the üakland School Board 
meetings for answers to their ques- 
or Solutions to their problems, rhen 
he p s tossing around the strategies for 
combating every idea that may benefit 
the Black and poor communitles, 
Standing in the background of Üak¬ 
land Superintendant of Schools, Mar- 
cus F os ter, and in support of thesame 
denial of the Black and poor com- 
munity, he has upheld the mostcon- 
servatlve position the board can cake, 
When parenrs and theirchildrencom- 
plain about the school board' s abuse, 
he screams that the AFT (American 
Federation of Teachers -Oakland j 
cal) is duping the Black community, 
tricking them. 

Recently, when Lnter - district 
transfers of school chüdren were 
betng discussed by the board, even 
Ma reus Foster opposed them. Charles 
Goady, however, supported the idea. 
His reasoning was that in ter-district 
transfers were beneficial to Black and 
poor youth...lf youth are transferred 
from O aki and to Piedmonc (and White 
youth from Piedmont to Gaklandjthen 
Black children would be able co rub 
shoulders with the important on es, 
t4 be somebody”. In other words, 
Charles Goady wants to see Black 
chüdren further denied adequate edu- 
cation in their own communities, He 
has, in fact, supported the proposal to 
bring police into the Oakland school 
system, a proposal written and pro- 
moted by the Califurnla Council 
for Criminal Justtce, a police front 
organization.

EIGHT PSYCHIKG 

(Fromera, Calif.) - The Califur- 
nta Institute for Women (CIW) Prison 
has recently intenstfiêdits repression 
iipon the female prisoner populacion 
following a strike by rhree women ro 
protest their for eed involvement In a 
new behavtor modification program. 
The prison admimstracion has imen- 
sified pressure tin the women pri- 
soners who are refusing to sïgn upor 
cake part in the Intensive Program- 
ming Unit (LP.U.), The l*F,U, pro¬ 
gram uses what lt calls transact ion- 
al analysis to break down rhepsycho- 
logical defenses of the Inmates, which 
mak es walking zombies of [hem* 

One of the three women recently 
escaped trom the instteunoïh while 
the others are still suffe ring abuse. 
One woman was thrown into the ' hole* 1 
for refusing tocooperate, Another has 
heen transferred from rhe hospita! to 
the Psychiatrie Unit* She was in the 
hospital for treatment afier being 
badly beaten durtngan “attack group" 
session, a part of the program which 
calls for the women to verbally and 
often phystcaily attack each other. 
However, the two women remain 
steadfast in refusing to sïgn a con¬ 
tract to “legaliy” become part of 
l.P.U, 

SQUELCH RESfSTAKfCÉ 

In order to furcher squelch all re- 
sistance co the program the adminis- 
tration is attempting to dupe the wo¬ 
men into Ignortng the terrible effecis 
of “behavtor modification”, Asone 
prisoner pat tr, chese experiments 
“try co msfce us üke mush and take 
away our identicy sa they can build 
us up again the way they want to,” 

Women are nowbetngtaken direcrly 
from the incoming receptïon center 
and placed in the program, Thus, the 
new women in LP.U. have been in 
prison less channtnety days and aren't 
even adjusred to prison life. Thisnew 
"screening process” is destgned to 
tempo rarüy alleviate the fear of wo~ 
men already In the main part of the 
prison that che>' will bechosen atran- 
dom, promoting apathy throughout the 
general population* 

The staff of LP,IJ. are trying co 
make behavior modification more 
palarahle co the women, They aregiven 
the privilege of mail and visïts with 
famüy, lf a woman notonly cooperaces 
with the program hut helps tolead the 
attack grouptngs, she is allowedoutof 
the unit into the main part of che 
grounds and can acrend any approved 
activity* The staff is trying co con- 
virtce the women in che unittoenforce 
the arburary prisons rules on each 
other. 


UNITY F9RGED IN KU KLUX KLAN 

(Eastabue lTie,\Hss,)-Strikmg wood- 
cutters in Southern Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, memberg of the Gulfcoast 
Pulpwood Association, urgently reed 
money and food. A memo recetved by 
THE ’ BLACK PANTHER from che 
Southern Conference Fducational 
Fund asks “friends everywhere’* co 
support che GPA, which has been on 
strike against the pulp and paper mills 
sin cc midmght, September , 

'ITte wocdcucters went on strike foe- 
cause runaway inflation eroded the 
galns the GPA won in its victorious 
threo-month long strike in the fall 
of 1971, The faü, 19“ i t strike startled 
che country as a result of the unicy 
forged by Black and White workers 
in the very heart of Ku Klux Klan 
territory. 

The key demands of the present 
strike are: higher pay for wood, 
accident Insurance, co offset the ha- 
zardous condicions under which ihe 
cutters workj and an agreement by the 
paper and pulp industries to meer with 
the GPA to ”brïng about the changes 
we must have”, This last demand 
amounts ro recognition of the GPA as 
bargaining agenr for the cutters. 

Sbortly after the strikebegan, Scott 
Paper Gompany and international Pa¬ 
per Company, two industry gïnnrs, lost 
a bid in federal court co stop che 
strike, One paper company official

tescified in court thac wooddelïveries 
on the second day of the strike were 
down from an expected 1039 cords to 
273. 

One official admitted that wood 
dealers are often financed by the pa¬ 
per companies to procure wood, Ho 
also admïiced the weight of an “equi¬ 
valent” cord of wood varies from 
woodyard to woodyard, The court 
hearing revealed that dealers sell or 
lease equipmenc and pares to the wood- 
cutters by deduccirrg payments from 
rhe price paid for wood delivered to 
the woodyard, One dealer saïd that 
if a woodcuiter stops hauling to lüs 
yard, he repossesses any equipment 
being sold to the cutter, and keeps 
the money be hascoHectedas“renr’L 

EXPIOITATION 

The evidence clearly showed how 
the exploitation of woodcutters con¬ 
ti nu es the cradition of sharecropping, 
in which the workers are perpetuaUy 
held in debt totheir employers, Wood¬ 
cutters are not ‘‘independent contrac- 
tors”, as the companies claim, they 
are victims of a cruel system of ex- 
ploitation. 

At first over 2,000 cutters struck 
in 19 counties of Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, The strike is expected to 
spread to 10 more eoumies in Ala¬ 
bama and Mississippi, and into North 
FLorida, The GPA organizers are on

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CRIME ADVISORY 
COMMISSION: 

"PRISONS 
ARE OBSOLETE" 

(Sacramento, Calif,) - Despite de- 
mands from the Black communie and 
recommendations from the Law En- 
forcement Aséistanee Administration 
(LFAA) that prisons be discontinued 
and the corrections system remolded, 
the backwards California Board of 
Corrections has rolled back recent 
prison reforms, The National Urban 
League's executive director, Vernon 
Jordan, has added his voiee to the 
community dernands for what Jordan 
calls "intensive Citizen participa- 
tion” in reform ing the criminal just- 
iee System, Brorher Jordan calls this 
system "au abject fatlure.” 

The National Advisory Commission 
on Criminal Justice Standards and 
Goals said that prisons presenüy faü 
in rhe most elemeniary tasksof pro- 
tecting the public, The Gommiss ion ‘s 
636 -page report was prepared for the 
LEAA and was hilled to the U t S, 
Justice Department. The report con- 
cluded that prisons are "obsolete, 
cannot be reform ed, shouldnotbeper- 
petuated through false hopes^,and 


should be repudiated asüselese...” 
In 1970, the California state legt sla- 
ture passed abill mandadng the Board 
of Corrections to escablish genera! 
gmdelines for loc al jails throughout 
the state in the areas ofihealth, sant- 
tation, security, rehabilitation pro¬ 
grams, recreation, personnel train¬ 
ing, vistting and correspondenee 
rights, disciplining of prisoners and 
flre and gencral safety measures, 
Governor Ronald Reagan vetoedthe 
blll, In 1971, when a slmllar bill 
passed through the legislature, with 
an even wtder majority, Reagan re- 
luetantly signed the bill into law f 
Noc unrii April, 1973, nine monrhs 
after the new law called for action, 
did the Board of Corrections draw up 
a Hst of penal standards, Pressure 
immediately mounted from prlson 
guards and local county sheriffs to 
repeal the requirements to withhold 
new expenditures and avoid any dif- 
ficulties, In July of thisyear theexec- 
utive officer of the Board of Cor- 
reccions, Howard Sutliff, explained in 
a letter to the Santa Barbara AC LU 
that "the regulations were modified 
because of the concerns expressed by 
the members of the California 
Sheriffs Associarion and the Cali¬ 
fornia Peace Officers Associadon", 
The American Ctvil Liberdes Union 
maintams that the state is obliged to 
pay the necessary costs si nee rhe

The dtspacch of U.S. military per- 
sonnel to Israël is the firsc step co- 
ward Nixon Administrationescalation 
of the Middle East war, Another Viet¬ 
nam tn the making, Only the cour- 
ageous and determined opposition of 
the American people will prevent this 
disaster. 

The American people have had 
enough of fbreign wars of aggression 
against peoples strlving for justice 
and an end co cyranny. They must 
refuse co allow their youth co be sent 
to die or bé maimed so that Standard 
Oü, Gulf and ARAMCO are left free 
to continue the ruthless exploitation 
of rfap natural resources and labor of 
the Arab people.

These seven are 
added to the north African States and 
Mauritania and Sudan that have never 
had relations with Israël, and eleven 
other African States that have severed 
relations with Israël over the past 19 
months. 

Uganda President Idi Aminhassent 
a contingent of Ugandan troops to fight 
along side Egyptian and Syrian troops, 
and himself vtsited Cairo co see to 
their disposLiion. He hM.s also told 
the U.S. representative in Kampala, 
Uganda’s Capital, that Uganda will jail 
all Americans in Uganda if che U.S, 
intervenes in che Middle East war. 

Since the outbreak of the w'ar, the 
U.S, dollar bas plummeted in value 
on the international money markets* 
Ru’h Middle F ast oil producïng coun- 
tries are getting rid of their dollar 
reserves and replacing them with En- 
gHsh pounds sterling. This move will 
become widespread as the war in the 
Middle Fast escalates, seriously en- 
dar gering the U.S. economy and bring- 
ing on the most devastating depression 
in U.S. history. Prior to the outbreak 
of the fighting, many economistspre- 
dicted a major depression for the 
U.S.A.

cessary to declare a state of na¬ 
tional emergency; the government 
could then arrest atl "radicals,” 
“militants/* and “left - wing re- 
volutionartes/ 1 

Duggan and Katz were stunned with 
diabelieL American btstory was filled 
with bloodshed and Wholesale round- 
ups of militants, presidente had even 
been assassinated; yet never had the 
American “ruling class" had the au- 
dacity to kCII members of thetr own 
kind to achieve the eliminadon of their 
opposillon. Furthermore, it seemed 
tncredible that Tackwood would be 
included in such a bizarre plot this 
far in advance of the Republican Con- 
vention, The story was too fantastic, 
Tackwood, thöLigh, waswilHngto re- 
main on the “Squad,” until the very 
moment that the explosives were to go 

öff, and then expose the entire scheme 


co the press. He would record all 
progress and plans. No compensacion 
or guaramees were demandedby hun, 
The arrangement was acceptnble co 
both sides. They would protect his 
identity and he would protect them 
against any entrapment. No one could 
af ford to igno re the oppon Linlty to view 
the working of the secret poLitical 
police of the country from such a van- 
tage point. 

On September 15, Tackwood called 
and said, “I got the plans for San 
Diego. Tl) bring them to your place 
at six o'doek tonight/' 

Duggan put the phone down. He 
could not believe what he had heard, 
All the trust so carefully developed 
over the months suddenly evaporatecL 
This was clearely an entrapment, 
No one in bis right mind would use 
what must be a tapped phone and an- 
nounce possession of the plans to 
blow up the Republican Convention and 
his incemions of delivering tbem, He 
had to see Joan and Dan at once to 
swear out an affidavtc declaring his 
suspicions that C.C.S., through their 
agent Louis Tackwood, was getting 
ready to bust him on a charge of re- 
ceiving stolen documents, or worse.
